P o rtland, January 25th.—This city was 
the witness to-day of the remarkable sight 
of an ice-gorge which extended from the 
upper end of the city to the lower. The 
ice began breaking up about 2 o’clock this 
morning, great fields of it lodging against 
the Morrison-street bridge. It demolished 
the rows of piles which protected the draw- 
pier, and for several hours the bridge was 
in gieat danger. Finally at noon several 
cartridges of giant powder were exploded 
aud the gorge started. 
The ice had piled up to a depth of ten or 
fifteen feet, and with it were thousands of 
saw-logs from mills in the upper part of 
the city. A dozen or more steamboats 
were lying at the wharves, but all happened 
to escape without injury. The gorge then 
lodged against the piers of the railroad 
bridge, half a mile below, ami by this time 
it was stronger and more solid than at 
Morrison street. 
Porturately an iron sheathed steamer and 
the Oregon and Calilornia iron ferryboat 
happened to be below the bridge. 
Both at­ 
tacked the gorge, and little by little got it 
started, until the whole mass was put in 
motion. 
It was nearly two hours moving 
from I! street to the Ainsworth wharf, a 
distance of less than half a mile. Finally, 
at 3:45 p. m ., the tail-end of the gorge 
passed the bridge piers and thence floated 
down the W illamette to the Columbia. 
The ferries immediately resumed traffic, 
the river being emirelv free of ice. 
The gorge was watched by thousands of 
persons who lined the river front all day. 
Steamers started out late this afternoon to 
recover the lost logs, and it is believed a 
good share will be saved.

T h e S e n a te. 
W a sh in g to n, January 25th.—In the Sen­ 
ate this morning the resolutions offered by 
Chandler, calling on the Navy Department 
lor information as to the purchase of plans 
and specifications in foreign countries of 
ships of war and as to the contracts made 
for ships and ordnance since the 4th of 
March, 1885, were taken up. 
The first of 
them was adopted and the second referred 
to the Committee on Naval Affairs. The 
third was amended by a substitute of 1880 
for 1885. 
The resolution offered by Mitchell call­ 
ing on the Interior Departm ent for infor­ 
mation as to the boundaries of the Indian 
reservation in Oregon was taken up and 
passed. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the deficiency bill. 
• 
Mr. Hale, who has charge of the bill 
again defined the attitude taken by the 
Senate Committee on ApproDriations in re­ 
gard to items which 
the 
House 
had 
refrained from placing in tbe bill. The 
House, he said, was continually leaving oil 
the appropriation bills items necessary for 
the carrying on of the departments, or 
items which were obviouslv correct and 
I roper, if such items w ere'added by the 
Senate, charges of extravagance would be 
made against it by the House, and elaborate 
tables and memoranda would be got up at 
the end of the session to show that the ex­ 
travagance existed in the Senate, and not 
in the H rnse. 
The amendment was agreed to. 
Hale, from the Committee on Appropri­ 
ations, offered an amendm ent appropri­ 
ating $261,161 to complete the construction 
and arm am ent of the the three steel cruis­ 
ers, Chicago, Boston and Atlanta. 
A long discussion ensued, many Senators 
arguing against the propriety of putting 
into the bill amendments that would have 
the illect of delaying iis nassage. 
Hale de­ 
fended his action in offering the amend­ 
ment, on the ground that the Senate had 
just overruled the position which the Ap­ 
propriation Committee had taken on the 
subject—not to add any items to the bill as 
it came from the House—and upon the 
ground that the Secretary of the Navy 
stated that the appropriation was abso­ 
lutely needed. 
Allison, Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations, made a long and some­ 
what impassioned speech in contradiction 
of the statements made in the House to 
the effect that the 
failure of the de­ 
ficiency bill at the last session was owing 
to delays in the Senate and to the Senate 
haying put upon the bill amendments 
which the House could not assent to. 
Hale then withdrew his amendment. 
Kvarts moved to strike out of the item of 
$500,000 for the repayment of duties on 
imports collected a provision limiting the 
rate of interest thereon to 3 per cent. Re­ 
jected. 
Evarts then moved to add to the pro­ 
vision the words, “ But this amendm ent 
shall not affect existing suits or demands,” 
and it was agreed to. 
W ithout further amendm ents the bill 
was passed, and after an executive session 
the Senate adjourned.

W ashington, January 25th.—Mr. H en­ 
derson of North Carolina, from tbe Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary, reported a bill to 
amend the internal revenue 
laws. 
It 
abolishes what are known as minim um 
punishments, and gives discretion to the 
Court to impose any punishm ent tor viola­ 
tions of the interr.nl revenue laws, not ex­ 
ceeding the máximum limit authorized by 
the statute. 
Bacon of New Y’ork asked unanim ous 
consent for the present consideration of the 
resolution reported from the Committee on 
Manufactures 
directing that 
committee 
to inquire into the names, number and 
extent of the corporations engaged in m an­ 
ufacturing or mining or dealing in any of 
the necessities of 
life and 
known as 
' trusts” and “pools,” their method of do­ 
ing business, and the effect their combina­ 
tion upon the prices of necessaries. 
Randall of Pennsylvania said he would 
like to have tlie resolution amended so as 
to extend the inquiry to include the 
Standard Oil Company and the W hisky 
Trust, perhaps, and every trust of any 
kind iu the United States. 
Bruinrn ol Pennsylvania wanted to have 
the inquiry extended so as to apply to 
anthracite combinations, 
Scott of Pennsylvania said Congress had 
nothing whatever to do with the question. 
Hopkins of Illinois suggested that the 
resolution only looked to an investigation. 
Congress then could determine what powers 
it had in the premises. 
Mason of Illinois, author of the resolu­ 
tion, stated that the object of the resolu­ 
tion was the ascertainment of the effect 
which such combinations had on the price 
of necessaries, and, further, to ascertain 
whether or not, by reasou of the tariff, 
these combinations were able to raise the 
price of necessaries. If there was no way 
to protect the people against these “ trnsts,” 
except by a revision of the tariff, lie was 
ready to vote on that question now. 
On motion of Randall, several am end­ 
ments tending to broaden the scope oi the 
inquiry were agreed to. 
The resolution, with its accompanying 
preamble, was adopted, and the House ad­ 
journed.

Hopkins wa; to act sim ply as a messen­ 
ger between Harper and Iloyt, and was to 
receive no compensation. 
lie explained 
how, in doing this, he gave his checks, 
which were to serve simply as receipts. He 
also explained how H oyt obtained his 
drafts in settlement of his business with 
Harper. 
All negotiations for wheat be­ 
tween H arper and Hoyt were carried on 
through witness. 
H oyt suggested that the 
account be named “Account 13 ” All drafts 
to Hoyt were provided for by Harper. 
Harper always told witness that he was 
not buying wheat through W ilshire, and 
the first that witness knew of the enor­ 
mous transactions with W ilshire was when 
H arper confessed to him in jail. Harper 
told him that Maekay in California, Flank- 
inton and the Standard Oil Company at 
Cleveland were buying largely. 
H arper 
told him in May that he had made a m ill­ 
ion on his wheat, and often told him he 
was woith three millions in mills, real es­ 
tate and bank stock.

THE COLLAPSE AND LESSON OP THE 
STRIKE. 


In commenting last week upon the San 
r rancisco strike of the bakers, rooks and 
waiters, the R e c o rd -T n io n said that in 
the great majority of strikes complete fail­ 
ure results, and that the punishment falls 
heavily upon those least able to bear it— 
the wage-winners. 
The strike at San 
Francisco has collapsed—it is practically 
over, and the result is as was forecast. The 
wage-earners have lost two weeks of time 
and wages, and a great number of them 
have irrevocably lost their places. 
The 
U nion men not striking have l>een fined in 
assessments upon their wages to support 
those out on the strik e ; the proprietors 
have lost heavily by reason of suspended 
business ; the community has been greatly 
inconvenienced; a small army of men who 
had no grievance, and made no complaint, 
are thrown out of employment, and their 
places have been filled mainly by non­ 
Union m en ; not a single demand con­ 
tended for by the strikers has lieen con­ 
ceded—and, finally, the employers have 
organized compactly, and, assuming the 
aggressive, refuse to re-employ Union men 
except pledged to disconnect themselves 
with the I nions. 
Mo one, therefore, has 
made a solitary gain of any character; 
there has been a great deal of damage 
done and not a single compensating ben­ 
efit secured. 
Now no reasonable man will refuse to 
hear the complaints of wage-winners, or to 
grant them , when he can do so, when 
grounded in justice. 
For tyrannous and 
unreasonable men there Ls nothing to be 
said ; neither law nor persuasion will affect 
them, and the facts of strike history prove 
that coercion has little or no influence 
upon them —certainly not enough in the 
aggregate to justify the strike as a means. 
If a just claim is preferred and denied, if 
arbitration is refused and a deaf ear turned 
to reason, there remains but one proper 
thing for the employes to do, and that is to 
seek other avenues for their industry 
V cry rarely, if ever, does it happen that 
they secure their rights by making an as­ 
sault along the whole industrial line and 
including the innocent with the blame­ 
worthy.

strike— they preferred no sort of claim, 
they made no kind of complaint whatever. 
It was on their part simply an effort by 
threat, so far as they could effect it, to do 
great injury to men who conceded all they 
asked, in order to force them to use their 
influence upon employing bakers to induce 
them t< yield. These strikers lacked only 
the power to effect this injury. 
J he baker Westerfield refused to his 
four employes’ privileges, some of which 
were just and ought to have !>een granted 
— as, one day’s rest in seven, for instance. 
T he right method in that case would have 
been to use all projier agencies to influence 
Westerfield. 
His refusal and the exercise 
o f the right of the men to leave his em­ 
ployment ought to have ended the matter 
instead of stim ulating men to resort to 
bulldozing methods. 
¡.Oil the contrary, 
however,Mho cooks and waiters were called 
out and efforts made to call out the butch­ 
ers, and other workers. 
These men re­ 
fused to see that such action moved upon 
the supposition th at these outside employ­ 
ers would not receive public sympathy and 
had not spirit enough to resist, nor m anli­ 
ness and human nature enough to strike 
back with vigor. The action resulted pre­ 
cisely as the few ringleaders hoped it 
would not, and their unfortunate dupes are 
to-day either acceding to the new require­ 
ments of the bosses, living upon a pittance 
coercively wrung from non-striking wage 
winners, or walking the streets unem­ 
ployed. 
All this is deplorable; it is 
sham eful; it is the result of resort to 
methods of the “ stand and deliver” order, 
and is but in degree removed from the ex­ 
action that demands ransom for prisoners 
with their torture as the alternative. 


sensible as the one time wager of battle in 
which physical strength was supposed to 
determine the right or wrong of a ques­ 
tion. 
IxK-kouts are as reprehensible, and 
blacklisting by employers is ju st as foolish, 
wicked, cruel 
and 
vicious 
conspiracy 
against labor to coerce where reason and 
justice alone should determine. 
Profit-sharing and co-ojieration are de­ 
stined to be great adjusters of issues be. 
tween employer and employe. 
If it Ls 
replied that because of lack of experience 
in business management co-operation by 
labor often fails, when resorted to in resist­ 
ance of alleged wrongs, the answer is that 
the principle is not affected, and that sin­ 
cere and patient and well-understood co­ 
operation will, as does employing capital, 
develop executive capacity. A t any rate, 
the strike cannot be justified in any degree 
until arbitration efforts have been ex­ 
hausted, and then the right to quietly 
cease the employment th at offends the 
worker ought to lim it its manifestation. 
No one denies the right of labor to asso­ 
ciate itself in Unions. 
The right of wage- 
winners to so associate 
themselves is 
neither greater nor less than that of em­ 
ployers. 
Ilut Unions of l«>th classes, in 
these days of unreasoning contention, gen­ 
erally become tyrannous, and in the case of 
the former are usually dominated by a 
few shallow-thinking men, who lead the 
membership into great folly. 
Here we have th e statem ent of the of­ 
ficials of the Cooks’and W aiters’ misguided 
and now defeated Union, that they “ went 
o u t” simply and solely because their union 
had by a hare majority vote contracted 
with the Rakers’ Union to strike when­ 
ever the latter did, and the bakers in turn 
were pledged to the same action if the 
cooks and waiters went out. 
Was ever 
any compact more silly or suicidal ? 
Be 
ing pressed for an answer to the question, 
“ I)o you think your action wise, or right, 
or just to the employes?” the reply of the 
cooks’ and waiters’ ring-leaders was evas­ 
ive—“ AVell it was our contract, and we 
are incorporated, and the bakers could sue 
us for damages.” 
In other words, as poli­ 
ticians sometimes do with their following, 
the independence of the cooks and waiters 
was sold out at the caprice of a few in 
competent and self-opinionated leaders. 


Publicity is an im portant element in 
bringing about adjustments between em­ 
ployer and employe, but appears not to 
have been tried in this case. 
Public sym­ 
pathy and opinion are powerful factors in 
controlling tyrannous tendencies, and as 
employing capital always seeks popular 
support, being dependent upon it, it is 
sensitive lo the reproach of public opin­ 
ion, for self-interest is, after all, the un­ 
derlying motor of business, but the foolish 
strikers made no appeal to it lie fore resort­ 
ing to violent methods. On the part of 
employers (Itere is error also, whenever 
they refuse to recognize the right of labor 
to organize for mutual elevation and the 
advancement of its membership. 
The 
value of such organizations, properly di­ 
rected, employers must concede, precisely 
as they recognize the usefulness of combi­ 
nations of capital for great accomplish­ 
ments, when controlled by a wise policy. 
\\ e come to this in the end, and the 
pitiful collapse of the 
San Francisco 
strike vividly illustrates it; that terms 
of employment of capital or labor are 
matters of contract, controlled by the de­ 
mand that calls for the lowest price and the 
supply that demands the highest reward. 
Between these two extremes are the con 
servative influences manifest in public 
opinion, the requirem ents of American 
civilization and the principle of protection 
from disastrous competition. 
The strike, 
the lock-out and the black-list are violent 
manifestations stim ulative of lawlessness 
and result from denial of the m utuality of 
rights. 
The employer is no more justified 
in throttling labor or affixing the stigma 
of the infamous black-list, than is the 
striker in resorting to the road agent’s 
method in order to prevent another from 
working for w hat and whom he pleases 
The strike, at its best, is but a passing 
remedy and never produces lasting results. 
It is, in its modern manifestations, with 
rare exceptions, cruel, savage in its tend­ 
encies, and, even when kept within the 
bounds of the law, promotive of lawless­ 
ness and disorder, and except in rare 
instances, which prove no rule, reacts with 
terrible severity upon those so misguided 
as to lie induced to employ it. 
Now that 
the strike in San Francisco is over, let the 
employers upon whom demands were made 
by the strikers heed them, examine into 
their justice and reasonableness, and show 
themselves entitled to the approval of just 
men by righting every wrong, and volun­ 
tarily conceding every right demand. And, 
so, too, let the employes take wisdom from 
cxperieuce, and resolve not again to he 
made the dupes of ignorant or vicious 
leaders, or participants in the strike that 
seeks its ends through such ineaus as those 
so recently employed in San Francisco.

EX-GOVERNOR PACHECO. 


H e Gives a D escription ol th e P rosperity 
of C oahuila. 
Roumaldo Pacheco, well-known to 3ac- 
ramentans, a gentleman who held many 
high positions in the State Government, 
and who filled the unexpired term of 
Chief Magistrate when Governor Booth 
was elected to the United States Senate, is 
visiting in San Francisco. F'or two years 
past he has been living in the State of Coa­ 
huila, Mexico. In conversation with a re­ 
porter in San Francisco Tuesday he said : 
“ 1 am just up on a ten days’ business 
trip. Affairs are pretty lively in Coahuila 
and all that great region of Mexico. There 
are millions of money going in for invest­ 
ment. English syndicates are doing most 
of the buying, although a vast amount of 
American capiial Is going in, too. 
“ The money is being invested princi­ 
pally in lands. Ah English syndicate has 
just bought 250 leagues or 1,107,250 acres 
on the line of H untington’s new standard- 
gauge railroad, the Mexican International, 
which connects with the Mexican Central 
at Via Lerdo. The best land costs about 
$2,000 a league and the poorest about $500 
a league. This syndicate has fenced fifty 
leagues of this and put on 10.000 head of 
cattle. 
“ Mr. H untington’s railroad has recently- 
bought between forty and fifty leagues o't 
¡and on the line also. 
It is nearly all fine 
land with an exceedingly rich soil. On 
this tract also are extensive beds of a good 
quality of bituminous coal. 
“ Via Lerdo, where the Mexican Inter­ 
national connects with the Mexican Cen­ 
tral, is about half way between El Paso 
and the City of Mexico. Next month the 
cars will com menee 
running over the 
former from Eagle Pass. A large number 
of cars and some engines have been sent 
in on the road lately. The cars are made 
at Dayton, O." 
Governor Pacheco owns a large area of 
land on the seacoast, in Coahuila, on which 
he has many cattle and horses. " I am 140 
miles from’ any town,” he said. “ but I 
want to tell you that property is just as 
safe all through that country as it can be 
anywhere. 
There are uo 
disturbances 
whatever. Everything is just as quiet and 
peaceful as can be. Garza Galan, Governor 
of Coahuila, is giving a good government, 
and is well liked. He lives at Santa Bosa, 
in the aforesaid State. 
“ It is an 1,800-mile trip from here to Via 
Lerdo, 1.300 to Eagle Pass, and 500 beyond. 
There is a large amount ot railroad work 
now being done. Mexico never was more 
prosperous than it is at the present time.”

FOR THE ORPHANS. 
The Generous Offer of the Musicians’ Mu­ 
tual Protective Union. 
The call issued a few days since by Mayor 
Gregory for a meeting of citizens at the 
Court-house last evening, to act in con­ 
junction with a committee from the Musi­ 
cians’ Mutual Protective Union, for the pur­ 
pose of arranging a grand promenade con­ 
cert and ball, to proceeds of which were to 
be donated to the Orphan Asylum building 
fund, was quite largely attended and much 
interest manifested. Mayor Gregory called 
the meeting to order and stated the"objects 
for which the call had been issued. The 
first business was the election of a Chair­ 
man, to which position Mayor Gregory was 
unanimously elected. J. B. Harris was 
chosen Secretary. The following resolution 
was then introduced and passed without a 
dissenting voice : 
Reeohed, That this meeting of citizens ex­ 
presses its deep sense of the generosity of the 
Musicians’ Mutual Protective Union in behalf 
of the orphans, and accept the same and urges 
the people to second their noble effort by the 
broadest liberality. 
The Chair then called upon H. W. Hand, 
who has been instrumental in arranging 
the preliminaries of the proposed concert, 
to give the meeting an insight into what 
was being done and what was proposed. 
Mr. Hand stated that on the occasion of 
the ball a graud consolidated band of forty 
musicians would be tbe leading feature. 
The music for the first part of the evening 
will be concert music of a classic order, in­ 
terspersed with medleys and music of a 
lighter order. After the concert music, 
which will last from 8 until half-past it 
o’clock, will be dance music, and the floor 
will be prepared for those who wish to trip 
the ‘ light fantastic toe.” 
Several present thought that Armory 
Hall, which has been kindly offered for 
the occasion, would be too small for the 
audience that would assemble, and the vast 
volume of music that will be rendered by 
the band would have too small compass to 
be best judged and appreciated. The new 
pavilion, which has been tendered gratui­ 
tously, was thought to be about the proper 
sized building, both for the music and for 
the audience that will be sure to assemble. 
The cost of the entire affair will be merely 
trifling.

Celebration of tbe 129th Anniversary of 
Robert Burns.

And bide by the buff and the blue." 
The Sacramento Caledonian Club, as is 
their annual custom, last evening celebrated 
in a becoming manner the 129th anniver­ 
sary of the immortal bard, Bobbie Burns.

Robert Burns, the great lyric poet of 
Scotland, was born January 25, 1759, in a 
small cottage near Ayr. 
His father, then 
a nursery-gardener and afterwards the oc- 
cupatitof a small farm, had to struggle all 
his life with poverty and misfortune, but 
made every exertion to give his children 
a good education ; and the young poet en­ 
joyed an amount of instruction and mis­ 
cellaneous reading which, to those unac­ 
quainted with the habits of the Scottish 
peasantry, would seem incompatible with 
the straitened circumstances and early toil 
which were his lot. In his sixteenth year 
he began composing verses in the Scottish 
dialect, which attracted notice in the 
vicinity and soon made him fam­ 
ous throughout Scotlaud. 
The poetry 
of Burns is purely the outpouring of the 
moment—the response o’f the feelings to 
the immediate circumstances of life. Its 
charm aud power lies in the justness of the 
feelings expressed, and in the truthfulness 
and freshness which it derives direct from 
life. Seldom has such manliness, tender­ 
ness and passion been united as in the 
songs of Burns. 
They fottned the first 
awakening of the spirit of true poetry in 
Britain after a long slumber. The popu­ 
larity that Bums instantly acquired bas 
continued unabated, not only in his native 
Scotland, but wherever English is spoken. 
His poems have been translated into al­ 
most every European tongue. In 1859 the 
centenary of Burns’ birth was celebrated 
with unparalleled enthusiasm, not only in 
every city and almost every village in Scot­ 
land, but in the chief cities of England, 
America and the British Colonies. He died 
in Dumfries July 21, 1796.

It covers a space of 200 feet square. 
An unknown man was run over and 
killed by a freight train last night at Flor­ 
ence, six miles south of Los Angeles. 
The St. Helena Board of Trade is arrang­ 
ing for the reception of the horticulturists’ 
excursion to Napa valley next Tuesday. 
General John W . Finnell, of Covington, 
Ky., died in Montana yesterday after a brief 
illness of heart disease. 
H e was Adjutant- 
General of Kentucky during the war. 
Major-General W alter Turnbull, of Cali­ 
fornia, desiree to be appointed U nited States 
Commissioner to the Melbourne Exposi­ 
tion. and have the disposal of the $50,000 
which has been appropriated by Congress.
